SAN DIEGO—More than 150 
local Protestant churches have 
pledged over a quarter of a million 
dollars to bring evangelist Luis Palau 
into the Sports Arena for an eight-day 
stay beginning Sunday. It will be San 
Diego’s closest look at _ big-time 
crusade evangelism. 

And in an unusual move, Palau 
staff members have even asked for the 
support of the Roman Catholic 
Diocese of San Diego, despite the

do not intend hostility toward the 
Catholic Church. Possibly Catholics 
could listen to them without spiritual 
harm, yet they should be aware of 
teachings that are not adequately 
presented or not presented at all. It is 
not so much what they do say as what 
they do not say. 

First, they.do,not speak about the 
importance of the Church instituted 
and established by Jesus Christ. 
There has to be a Church in the 
Christian understanding of faith and 
human existence. 

As a community, as the Body of 
Christ, as the assembly of the faithful, 
and as the representation of Christ, of 
His word and of His grace, the 
Church necessarily has a hierarchial 
structure. 


THERE IS in the Catholic Church 
a teaching authority which interprets, 
develops, and actualizes in ever-new 
historical concretions the message of 
Christ; but it does not really increase 
it or receive any new revelations. 

The difference between evangelical 
Christianity and Catholic Christianity 
lies in the fact that an absolute and

ultimately binding declaration of the 
Church’s teaching office is rejected by 
the evangelicals. 

A Catholic Christian always lives 
by the single understanding of the 
faith and of the community of those 
who believe in Jesus Christ, and he 
finds this understanding in his eccle- 
sial community — externally, from the 
Church’s formal teaching authority, 
and internally, in the interior reality 
of the very thing which is believed, by 
God’s grace. 


WE MUST accept the totality of 


Christ’s teaching as presented and 
interpreted by the teaching authority 
of the Church. Our beliefs cannot be 
fragmented. We accept the whole 
Christ, the whole teaching of Christ. 


The traditional Protestant view of 
sola scriptura is that something must be 
in the Bible to be believed. For 
Catholics, however, God’s revelation 
is known through the Church’s Spirit-

‘Above all, 
you need rest’

ROME (NC)— A city which had 
been without its spiritual leader for 
three months reacted with joyous 
enthusiasm to his return. 


As Pope John Paul II walked out of 
the Gemelli Polyclinic on Aug. 14, 
fully recovered according to his phy- 
sicians from an attempt on his life 
May 13, hundreds of hospital staff 
and other visitors crowded the hos- 
pital lobby and overflowed into the 
parking lot. 3 


APPLAUSE RANG out as the 
pope entered the lobby from an 
adjoining corridor. 

Staff doctors, in their white jackets, 
reacted like tourists and climbed on 
benches for a better view. 


Nurses spontaneously began the 
Latin chant ‘‘Christus Vincit’’ (‘“Christ 
overcomes’’). 


The pope looked tired and drawn as 
he greeted those gathered at the 
hospital before leaving for a 
10-minute motorcade to his apart- 
ment at the Vatican. — 


THOUGH THE COLOR of his 
face was hardly distinguishable from 
that of.the traditional white cassock 


LUIS PALAU has won over 
audiences in South America and 
Europe, and has even been billed as a 
younger Billy Graham. The Palau 
Crusade will be directing much of its 
efforts toward local Hispanics and 
Filipinos, groups that are historically 
and traditionally Roman Catholics. 


This raises important questions in 
the minds of many Catholics, 
especially in an age that sees 
increasing ecumenical activity on the 
part of all Christians: Just how far can 
the Church and individual Catholics 
go in meeting Palau’s call to return to 
Christ and the Gospel? And more 
importantly, is the Palau Crusade 
trying to take Hispanic Catholics 
away from their Church? 


“‘T think there is a definite move in 
recent times on the part of evangelical 
Christians to ‘win’ Hispanic 
Catholics away from their faith,’’ said 
Father John Proctor, vice officialis of 
the diocese and one of several 
diocesan officials approached by the 
Palau organization for support. 


“‘AS FAR AS I know Luis Palau is 
not. specifically anti-Catholic, but 
through some very clever innuendo 
they seem to imply that organized 
religion is a barrier to a relationship 
with Christ. This unnuanced bias 
toward institutional religion clearly 
extends to the Catholic Church.”’ 


Does Father Proctor see any 
value—or harm—in a Catholic 
attending the crusade? ‘‘I think. a

FREE TV BOOKLET — To help 
_ parents gain a better understanding of 
the effects of television on children, 
Boys Town has published a booklet, 
Children and Television...A Primer for 
Parents.

RIGHTS NEGLECTED— The 
Australian government neglects and 
disregards the rights of aborigines, 
according to a report issued by the 
World Council of Churches (WCC). 
“‘Powerful multinational interests 
have already contrived with the 
states, particularly Queensland, 
Western Australia, and the Northern 
Territory, to deprive aborigines of 
their rights,’’ causing a serious threat 
to their survival, the report said. 


‘GUILTY AS HELL’— Six 
Salvadoran servicemen held in the 
slaying. of four American church 
women last December are ‘‘guilty as 
hell’’ even though they: may never be 
convicted, said Dean R. Hinton, 
U.S. ambassador to El Salvador. In 
Washington for consultations at the 
State Department, Hinton also said 
leftist guerrillas are succeeding at con- 
vincing Americans that the govern- 
ment in El Salvador is .bloodthirsty 
and autocratic. Such characterization 
is “‘wrong,...just wrong,’’ Hinton 
said. 


FOOD SHORTAGES— Arch- 
bishop Jozef Glemp of Warsaw and 
Gniezno, primate of Poland, met with 
Stanislaw Kania, secretary of the 
Polish Communist Party, to discuss 
ways to end the nation’s food 


shortages and pledged cooperation for 
the common good. The two men 
“‘discussed issues of momentous signi- 
ficance for Poland, the Church, and 
the entire nation.”’ 


DEMOCRACY IN DANGER— 
The Costa Rican Bishops’ Confer- 
ence warned that the traditionally 
peaceful democracy of their country is 
in grave jeopardy because of wide- 
spread deterioration of moral and eco- 
nomic conditions. They blame 
parents, teachers, and politicians for 
allowing the situation to develop in 
the Central: American country. ‘“We 
must correct these evils in order that 
this oasis of peace in a turbulent world 
may preserve the virtues and values 
for which it is admired by many,”’ 
they said. 


NO REVENGE— The need for 
“attitudes of. reconciliation rather 
than revenge’ has been stressed by 
Archbishop Derek Worlock of Liver- 
pool, England, and Anglican Arch- 
bishop David Sheppard of Liverpool 
in a joint statement issued in the after- 
math of the rioting that broke out in 
July in the Toxteth area of the city. 
‘‘The whole community must accept 
some responsibility for the depri- 
vation in Toxteth,’’ the bishops said.

PRAYS FOR BREAD— Pope 
John Paul II prayed that ‘‘no one may 
lack bread’’ in his native Poland, 
while the Communist-ruled nation’s 
new primate, Archbishop Jozef 
Glemp, stood ready to mediate a 
government-union conflict. The pope 
addressed about 5,000 people in St. 
Peter’s Square in a recorded Angelus 
message taped from his hospital bed 
at Rome’s Gemelli Polyclinic. ‘‘Like 
all of you, I have a heartfelt concern 
for the problems of our country and 
pray for an abundant and happy 
harvest,’’ he said in Polish. 

‘INCOMPLETE CHURCH’ — 
A church without missionary commit- 


’ ment is ‘‘an incomplete church or a 


sick church,’”’ the pope said in a 
message for the 1981 World Mission 
Day, Oct. 18. He also urged parents 
to teach their children that ‘‘there are 
more fundamental concerns than 
money, vacations, or fun’’ and called 
for increased contributions by people 
in rich nations to the pontifical 
mission societies.

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Mexican bishops get 


government ‘

MEXICO CITY (NC)— A gov- 
ernment reminder to the Mexican 
hierarchy that the constitution bans 
clergy involvement in politics came 
after recent criticism by bishops of 
social. and economic conditions. 

The reminder came from Interior 
Minister Enrique Olivares Santana, 
who said that Article 130 of the 1917 
constitution forbids ‘‘ministers of 


worship’’ to mix in politics or make . 
political statements. 
ARCHBISHOP CARLOS 


Quintero of Hermosillo said at the 
end of July that the Church has an 
obligation to deal with ‘“‘serious 
problems.’’ He listed these problems 
as demagoguery in politics, the 
increasing foreign debt, the lack of 
political participation by the people, 
and corruption in public administra- 
tion. 

‘The exchange revived a contro- 


‘versy over a ‘‘global plan’’ for 


Church action, published earlier this 
year, in which Mexico’s bishops spot- 
lighted social, economic, political, 
and educational problems. 


Reacting to Archbishop Quintero, 
Carlos Vazquez Rangel, a Mason, 
said that the Church had no business 
in criticizing public policies. He told 
Mexicans that most of the state 
governors and President Jose Lopez 
Portillo are active Masons. He was 
supported by Luis Marcelino Farias, 
a leading voice in Congress, and by 
spokesmen of the Communist Party.

INDIANAPOLIS (NC)— A nun 
has been appointed assistant chan- 
cellor of the Archdiocese of Indiana- 
polis. 

Providence Sister Loretta Schafer’s 
appointment to the newly created post 
was announced by Archbishop 
Edward O’Meara. ‘‘We need a 
person with Sister’s background and 
talent to share the administrative and 
pastoral responsibilities of the 
diocese,’’ he said. , 


SHE AND TWO other nuns hold 
similar positions in U.S. dioceses, 
according to The Official Catholic Direc- 
tory. Sister Joanna Valoni is chancery 
administrator in the Lafayette, La., 
diocese and Sister Ellen Boyle is vice 
chancellor of the -Albany, N.Y., 
diocese. 

The new position of assistant chan- 
cellor was created by Archbishop 
O’Meara to help with a growing work 
load in the 39-county archdiocese. 
Several new and expanding agencies 
and departments have added to 
administrative responsibilities. 

‘I’m glad I can make a contribu- 
tion,’’ she said, ‘‘and I’m going to 
give it my best shot— not because 
I’m a woman but because I belong to 
the Church.”’ 

THE 64-YEAR-OLD nun, a 
Chicago native, is also a regional 
chairwoman of the National Leader- 
ship Conference of Women Religious. 
She has taught in secondary school 
and college levels. She was superior 
general of her order before her 
appointment.

MEXICO HAS no diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Vatican because of 
prohibitions in the constitution, which 
was enacted following a long period of 
anti-Church legislation and action 
that began last century. 


Previously, Archbishop Prigione: 


and Bishop Genaro Alamilla, secre- 
tary of the Mexican Bishops’ Confer- 
ence, had reminded priests not to 
engage in political activities. 

The issue is a sensitive one because 
it comes at a time when the Institu- 
tional Revolutionary Party (PRI, 
after its Spanish initials) that has 
ruled Mexico since 1917, is discussing 


who will succeed Lopez Portillo as’ 


president. The PRI is expected to 
announce its decision in 1982. 


THE TWO CLERGYMEN said 
in a joint statement July 28 that 
‘priests should not voice any public 
opinion on electoral politics, which is 
the exclusive domain of the govern- 
ment and of political associations. 


‘‘Statements to the contrary by 
some priests do not represent the 
views of the bishops, who are 
observing the legal framework of the 
country and of the institutions chosen 
by the people,”’ they said. 

After analyzing present conditions 
in Mexico, the bishops’ ‘‘global 
plan’’ sets priorities for Church work. 
It says crises are caused because 
society is unjust. It lists the injustices 
as the exploitation of Indian peasants, 
numbering about 12 million, and 
exploitation of industrial workers. It 
points to deterioration in family life, 
abortions, alcoholism, and abuse of 
women) and says there is ‘“‘institu- 
tionalized violence”’ in Mexico. 


THE PLAN SAYS. the present 


‘economic system is unfair to the 


majority. It links inflation, a huge 
foreign debt, and waste in public 
administration to the increasing 
impoverishment of the middle and 
lower classes. Even after agrarian 
reform measures many rural farm- 
workers are still landless, the bishops 
said. 


What offended most politicians was 
the bishops’ statement that demo- 
cracy is only a theory, since the ruling 
PRI has a monopoly on power and 
controls worker and peasant unions. 
They also said that one-third of 
Mexico’s 65 million people are illi- 
terate, that schools are mediocre, and 
that the media are being manipulated 
by the government. 


Cardinal Ernesto Corripio of 
Mexico City, who chairs the bishops’ 
conference, said that the clergy has a 
right to analyze the country’s condi- 
tions in order to fulfill their pastoral 
work and help improve the lives of the 
people. 

‘““THIS DOES NOT mean mixing 
in politics or violating the consti- 
tution,’’ he added. :

Priest wants to help the 
missions, but needs help

CREST — Father Samuel Engl has 
a house full of handmade lamps. And 
if he could find an outlet for them, 
both the overseas missions and people 
who purchase the tax-deductible 
items would benefit. 


Father Engl is a retired priest, and 
after serving as chaplain at Mercy 
Hospital he moved to this mountain 
community east of El Cajon along 
with the quarters he used at the 
hospital; he purchased the cement- 
block duplex from-Mercy and had it 
trucked to its present site, just across 
the road from St. Louise de Marillac 
Church. 


BECAUSE HE had to stay close to 
home— Father cares for his sister, 
who is bedridden—the priest 
equipped a workshop behind the 
house with power tools and now pur- 
sues a long-standing interest in wood- 
working. He laminates pieces of 
redwood and pine and turns out one- 
of-a-kind lamps, both to stay active 
and, he hopes, to benefit the missions. 


Born in Wisconsin and ordained for 
the Diocese of Green Bay, Father 
Engl came to San Diego after World 
War II; his service as an Army chap- - 


lain gave him first-hand knowledge of 
the many problems faced in the over- 
seas missions. An avid reader, he 
keeps in touch with the missions 
through Maryknoll and other publica- 
tions. 

Father Engl celebrates Mass daily 
and then goes to work in his shop. He 
can turn out up to a half-dozen lamps 
each week, and usually spends about 
four or five hours at his lathe, turning 
laminated blocks into finished lamps, 
complete -with socket and all wiring. 


‘“*CWHEN THE DAY is over I can 
say I’ve really accomplished some- 
thing,’’ said Father Engl, ‘‘and even 
though I’ve sold some lamps already, 
what I would really like to find is an 
outlet .or distributor. With the 
proceeds going to the missions, the 
cost would be tax-deductible. 


“T’d like to help the missions 


‘ because of what I’ve seen and lived,’’ 


said Father Engl. But unless he gets 
help from someone in marketing his 
lamps, they’re going to continue 
taking up more and more space in his 
living room. 

And leaving his tools and his time 
idle is an option Father Engl would 
never even consider.

No escape for runaways 


There are 5,000 runaways in the city of San Diego, 
according to the San Diego Youth Services office. 


This number represents a small fraction of the national 
total of boys and girls between 10 and 17—with the 
national average being 15 — who have taken to the streets, 
alleys, and bus station waiting rooms. 


They didn’t leave home to begin a career in petty 
crime and prostitution — but-that’s usually where they 
end up. What is even sadder is that it wasn’t even 
adventure that lured them away from home. They are 
escapees—refugees, displaced persons—in a society 
that is too busy, too materialistic, too perverse for 
children. They do not, however, escape. 


Mark Twain immortalized the runaway in his novel, 
Huckleberry Finn. Like so many of today’s runaways, Huck 
was a member of a single-parent home. Foster home 
arrangements did not work out well. Life with an impov- 
erished ne’er-do-well and violent father was both danger- 
ous and unbearable; he took to the river. 


Huck Finn’s escape is a classic American adventure. He 
encountered danger and kindness, hospitality of sorts, and 
fraud. But he grew up‘6n the river, and could only look 
upon his friend Tom Sawyer’s fantasies of adventure at the 
journey’s end as naive. Huck knew the horrors of civili- 
zation and wanted none of it. 


For today’s runaway, there is no generous river, no 
“‘territory’’ to which to escape. There are only seedy bus 
stations, shadowed street corners, and littered alleys where 
children must face the dark night of the soul — without ever 
really having had the opportunity to see the light of day.

Whoever it was that sold our society on the idea that 
divorce is a solution has never looked at the whole of the 
challenge of raising a family —divorce merely initiates 
the second stage of disintegration. Only on television do 
single parents have the affluence, understanding, and 
savvy to survive. 

The kind of income, experience, and prudence parenting 
requires does not come with a birth certificate, marriage 
license, or divorce decree. The money must be earned, the 
virtues developed. 


While once there were models from which young parents 
could draw experience, those models are fast becoming 
exceptions to the rule. What society once learned by 
observation, it must now learn by instruction. 


The time has come to teach about the family in our 
schools —not those namby-pamby courses for discussing 
your options in an open  society—but a_ serious 
introduction to the preparation, perseverance, and 
conscious attention parenting requires. 

Instruction is surely needed, and it will help in the long 
run, but for the time being—for the sake of the children 
who have already been thrown away — policy makers must 
realize that cutting budgets for services to children and 
their families is cutting the throats of America’s youth and 
its future.

Follow Mary... 


VATICAN CITY (NC)— Pope John Paul II had his 
busiest weekend in three months Aug. 15-16, making two 
appearances at his apartment window in: the Vatican 
before flying to greet another crowd at this summer 
residence in Castelgandolfo. 


The 61-year-old pope, released from Rome’s Gemelli 
Polyclinic Aug. 14 and required to spend at least six more 
weeks convalescing from an assassination attempt May 13, 
addressed a crowd of 80,000 in St. Peter’s Square Aug. 15, 
the feast of the Assumption of Mary. 


About 50,000 people came to the square Aug. 16 for the 
pope’s noon Angelus address, and another 4,000 -were 
waiting in the courtyard of the papal summer residence in 
Castelgandolfo, about 15 miles from Rome, that 
afternoon. 


Pope John Paul appeared healthy and in good humor, 


often departing from his prepared texts to joke with the 
crowds. 


‘Let us see fulfilled in Mary the unity with Christ for 


which we long and follow her example in listening to the 
word of God in our hearts,’’ he said in English. 

The pope reaffirmed the Church’s belief in the dogma of 
Mary’s bodily assumption intc heaven and said Mary 
“participated in the glory of (Christ’s) resurrection’’ 


‘through the assumption. 


Pope John Paul seemed most lively with the smaller 
crowd at Castelgandolfo, where he spoke for nearly half an 
hour without a prepared text. 


“‘We will have to get together as soon as possible,’’ he 
told residents of the small town on Lake Albano, ‘‘But you 
must understand, I come from Gemelli and those (doctors) 
are following me here, they are checking up on me.”’

Christ will come again 


The possibility of nuclear war has introduced a 
threatening new element in Christian reflection on the end 
of the world and the Second Coming. 


Morris West’s most recent novel, The Clowns of God, 
presents an intriguing account of a fictional French pope 
who attempts to prepare the world for a nuclear holocaust 
and Christ’s imminent return to earth. 


Eschatology —the doctrine of the ‘‘Last Things’’ — is 
probably the most confusing and controversial area of 
Christian belief. As often as we celebrate the Eucharist, we 
proclaim the mystery of faith: ‘‘...Christ will come again.’’ 
How and when Christ actually will return remains a most 
intriguing aspect of our faith. It was evidently something of 
a mystery even to Jesus, who told His disciples: ‘‘...As for 
the exact day and hour, no one knows it, neither the angels 
in heaven nor the Son, but the Father only.’’ (Matthew 
24:36; cf. Acts 1:7) 


The history of Christianity records many visionaries who 
claimed to have more knowledge of the ‘‘Last Things’’ 
than did Christ Himself. The earliest Christian commu- 
nities apparently expected the Lord’s return in glory to be 
imminent, perhaps within their own lifetimes. Later, many 
Christians prepared for the Lord’s return at the end of the 
first millenium. 


In recent years the predictions have become both more 
numerous and more precise, often based on an inter- 
pretation of the apocalyptic language of the Book of 
Revelation. Despite their supposedly inspired origin, 
however, none of these predictions, ancient or modern, has © 
yet come to pass. Still we believe: ‘‘Christ will come...’’ 

Morris West has taken a novel approach to remind us’ 
that it is the Christian Church’s perennial duty to prepare 
the world for Christ’s imminent return.

The mountains of the moral world 


When I was a child one of the most used books in - 
our library at home was a tattered, dog-eared 
volume given to my older brother as a prize for 
literary excellence. It was entitled Myths and Legends 


of the Ancient World, and told the stories of such heroes 


as Beowulf and Hereward the Wake. 

We loved to read and retell the tales and enact 
them in our childish games. Young as we were, we 
resounded vibrantly to the notion that to accomplish 
heroic deeds it was necessary to undergo trial and 
testing and to persevere in the face of enormous 
odds. All of us were resolved to become heroes ‘‘one 
day’’ in emulation of the men and women of whom 
legends are made. : 

BUT LEGENDS SIMPLIFY the issues and in 
ordinary life the Holy Grail or Golden Fleece are not 
so readily recognizable, and there are heroes in evil 
as well as in good, as Rochefoucauld once said. So 
when we outgrow the myths and legends, we may 
find ourselves a little confused! 


Sometimes the heroes we choose may seem incon- 
gruous to others who think they know us. But each 
person responds to his or her own secret impulse, the 
promptings of an inner self. And we can learn about

each other when we learn who our heroes are. — 


One man, a great bear of a man, red-headed and 
rough-spoken, who had been the leader of a 
motorcycle gang not unlike Hell’s Angels, once 
startled his friends by claiming Jesus as his hero! 
‘*Everyone needs a hero,’’ he told his astonished 
listeners, ‘‘and Jesus is mine!”’ 


HE WENT ON TO EXPLAIN to the younger 
members of the group that after finding in Jesus the 
qualities he considered heroic, he had given up 
leadership of the gang and the violent way of life. 
‘‘Now,’’ he said, ‘‘I will not fight except in defense 
of my life. I will neither give nor take provocation if I 
can avoid it. I try to act as Jesus would in the same 
situation.”’ 

Frederick Farrar, a nineteenth-century author, 
put it simply enough. ‘‘To live well in the quiet 
routine of life, to fill a space because God wills it, to 
go on cheerfully with a petty round of little duties 
and little avocations; to smile for the joys of others 
when the heart is aching— who does this, his work 
will follow him. He is one of God’s heroes.”’ 


To live well in emulation of Jesus in today’s world 
is a feat of endurance and self-transcendence that 


deserves to be ranked as heroism. Our world is as 
dangerous and threatening as the one in which Jesus 
left His disciples after His ascension. The dangers 
may be different but they are as real as the lions in 
the Colosseum and much more subtle and insidious. 

THE COURAGE REQUIRED to face them may 
be more psychological than physical but it is no less. 
The great tyrants of our time learned quickly that 
although people can steel themselves to resist 
physical ordeals and face death with courage, 
everyone has a psychological breaking point. 

And so we should not minimize the heroic 
demands of Christian living. At the same time we 


should remember that: Jesus is our hero, too, and 


what we do we do for and with Him. The Christian 
calling is still a call to heroism. It is still a call to 
martyrdom — not as we usually understand it, but in 
the proper sense of the word, which means to ‘‘stand 
up for.”’ 


If we stand up for Jesus in the ‘‘quiet routine of 
life’? whether or not we ever accomplish great, 
romantic deeds, we will most certainly be among 
God’s cherished. heroes and mountains of the moral 
world. 


The keys of the kingdom 


August 23, 1981, Twenty-First Sunday in 
Ordinary Time. Isaiah 22:15, 19-23; Romans 
11:33-36; Matthew 16:13-20. 


Two of our three readings for this Sunday have to 
do with authority, and as Roman Catholics we see in 
the Church a divinely instituted structure which not 
only guarantees unity but which also serves it. It is 
only together with Peter and his successors, the 


Roman pontiffs, that we constitute the one Body of 


Christ that is the Church. 


Our first reading from Isaiah dates from the 
eighth century before Christ. The Assyrians have 
invaded the land, and Shebna, a sort of prime 
minister to King-Hezekiah in Jerusalem, has urged 

- the ruler to put his trust in the Egyptians rather than 
in God. 


A DELEGATION HAS been sent to ask Isaiah 
to intercede for God’s people, and the great prophet 
announces that Shebna will be thrust from office and 
that Eliakim will take his place. All of the trappings 
of office will now pass to Eliakim, who will wield an 
authority which comes from God Himself. 

Notice the reference to ‘‘the key of the House of 
David’’ to be placed on Eliakim’s shoulder. In 
ancient times he who held the keys to the king’s 


chambers decided who was received into the royal 
presence, a position of power and authority itself. 
And in our Gospel reading Jesus will give Peter the 
keys of the kingdom of heaven. 

We continue our reading of St. Paul’s Letter to 
the Romans. Paul never tires of praising God for the 
salvation accomplished in Christ, yet at the same 
time he stands in awe of the hidden, mysterious 
designs of God which always remain unknown to us. 


IN LAST SUNDAY’S reading the apostle, 
himself a Jew, grappled with Israel’s rejection of 
Jesus, which has somehow reconciled the non-Jew; 
yet how much more will Israel’s acceptance mean in 
the eternal order of events, he asks. God’s election is 
irrevocable, although to human eyes Israel’s 
obedience has become disobedience just as the 
Gentiles moved in the opposite direction towards 
God. 


Now Paul thanks God for all He has done, even 
though the logic escapes. him: ‘‘Who_ has 
known the mind of the Lord?’’ Paul concludes with 
a doxology almost identical to the one we use today 
at the end of the Eucharistic Prayer: ‘‘For from Him 
and through Him and for Him all things are. To 

_ Him be glory forever. Amen.”’ 


Our Gospel reading is the key to our Catholic 
understanding of church; in fact St. Matthew is the 
only apostle to use the word. And in his confession of 
faith at Caesarea Philippi, Peter becomes the 
Rock—a subtle play on his name in Aramaic by 
Jesus — upon which the Lord will build His Church. 


ONLY SIMON PETER, by the grace of God, 
knows that Jesus is ‘‘the Son of the living God.”’ 
Jesus then gives Peter the ‘‘keys of the kingdom,’’ to 
be held by the apostle and his successors, the bishops 
of Rome, until the end of time. And with the keys 
goes the authority of Christ Himself, a power held 
by one man which even heaven will recognize. 


In Peter’s confession of Jesus we have his election, 
and that of the Twelve, as the constitutive element of 
the Church, the New Israel. And in the apostolic 
collegium of the Twelve we find the pattern of the 
Church today, the bishops who succeed the apostles 
together with the pope who succeeds Peter, always 
with him and never without him. 

‘*You are the Messiah,’’ says Simon, to which our 
Lord responds, ‘‘You are Peter,”’ a dialogue of faith 
and election which’ continues to this day. The 
Church perpetually renews herself in the Lord, and 
the whole Church, with Jesus, acknowledges to the 
Roman pontiff, ‘‘Tu es. Petrus... ”’

Bishops, Pax Christi hit 


neutron bomb decision

WASHINGTON (NC)— The 
head of the U.S. bishops has ques- 
tioned the Reagan administration’s 
decision to produce neutron 
warheads, saying their production 
may ‘‘gravely impair future prospects 
for reversing the arms race.”’ 


In a statement released Aug. 12_ 


Archbishop John R. Roach of St. 
Paul-Minneapolis, president of the 
National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, also questioned whether 
current U.S. policymakers are almost 
unconsciously removing the barriers 
to nuclear war. 


THE NEUTRON weapon kills 
with a huge dose of radiation while 
avoiding the massive blast which 
leveled Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 
Reagan administration officials said 
the weapon would be particularly 
effective in Western Europe to repel 
Soviet tanks and infantry while only 
minimally damaging property. 

In 1977 the Carter administration 
announced plans to develop neutron 
warheads, but essentially reversed 
itself in 1978 and decided to defer 
their production. 

At the time Archbishop Roach’s 
predecessor as NCCB president, 
Archbishop John R. Quinn of San 
Francisco, said a major argument 
against the weapon was its tendency 
“to narrow the gap politically and 
psychologically between conventional 
war and nuclear war.”’ 


SAID ARCHBISHOP Roach: 
‘The very danger against which 
Archbishop Quinn warned in 1978 
appears closer to realization today: 
the almost unconscious process of 
reducing the political, psychological, 
and strategic barriers to the use of 
nuclear weapons.”’ 

Archbishop Roach said the Reagan 
administration’s decision on neutron 
warheads should be evaluated in the 
light of Pope John Paul II’s 1979 
speech at the United Nations. In it the 
pope asked whether anyone in the 
modern age could really believe “‘that 
the breathtaking spiral of armaments 
is at the service of world peace.”’ 

‘It is a grave question,’’ said 
Archbishop Roach, ‘‘whether the 
(Reagan administration) decision 
enhances the fragile and precarious 
stability of the nuclear balance of 
terror, or whether, in fact, it simply 
adds to the ‘breathtaking spiral of 
armaments’ which both superpowers 
are relentlessly pursuing.”’ 


HE CONCLUDED, ‘‘The 
questions and concerns of this 
statement are based on the conviction 
that the moral and political barriers to 
nuclear war should be made clearer 
and stronger today. I question 
whether the neutron warhead serves 
that objective.”’ 

President Reagan’s decision to 
approve production of neutron 
weapons is also being strongly con- 
demned by Catholic peace and social 
justice groups, who say the weapon is 
immoral and could help lead to 
nuclear war. 

‘‘We are not persuaded by the 
assurances that use of the neutron 
bomb will be, or even could be, 
limited to strictly military targets,’’ 
said Pax Christi USA, the American 
branch of the international Catholic 


peace movement. : 
“AND IF IT WERE possible,”’ 
Pax Christi continued, ‘‘it would still 


not meet the traditional tests of the 
‘just means’ of warfare.”’ 


The statement noted that as early 
as 1968 the U.S. bishops had 
described the possibility of such a 
weapon as the most dramatic illustra- 
tion of ‘‘the anti-life direction of 
technological warfare.”’ 

And it criticized the ‘‘moral insen- 
sitivity’’ of the Reagan administra- 
tion for announcing its decision at the 
same time that peace groups around 
the world were marking the anniver- 
sary of the atomic bombing of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 

THE ADMINISTRATION 
announced its decision Aug. 8. The 
anniversaries of the bombings of the

two Japanese cities in 1945 are Aug. 6 


‘and Aug. 9. 


Pax Christi also criticized Vice 
President George Bush for saying that 
the neutron bomb would be ‘‘more 
humane’’ than other nuclear 
warheads, ‘‘as if that term could be 
applied in any sense to any of these 
weapons of wholesale death and 
destruction.”’ 


The statement called on Pax Christi 
groups overseas to protest the 
decision. 

“IT IS WITH MUCH regret that 
we must confess that such foreign 
protests are likely to carry more 
weight than ours with a government 
which has already revealed itself to be 
unresponsive to our appeals and those 
of the American peace movement in 
general,’’ Pax Christi said. 

The administration’s decision also 
was criticized by two organizations of 
nuns and by. the president of the 
National Federation of Priests’ 
Councils (NFPC).

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Episcopal priest explains move 


‘See of Peter center of Christian unity’ 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (NC)— Father James 
Parker, a married Episcopal priest who has been 
received into the Catholic Church, said he joined the 
Catholic Church because he has always believed that 
‘the See of Peter is the center of Christian unity.”’ 


Father Parker said he and his wife, Mary Alma, 
could no longer in conscience remain Episcopalians 
because some of the churches in the Anglican 
Communion, which includes the Episcopal Church, 
were ‘“‘moving away from Catholic principles.”’ 

THE PRIEST has just been appointed an 
assistant to Bishop Bernard F. Law of Springfield- 
Cape Girardeau, Mo., the Catholic Church’s 
delegate for the admission of married Episcopal 
priests. Bishop Law received the Parkers into the 
Catholic Church. 

Father Parker said he will help Bishop Law 
process the applications of other married Episcopal 
priests who desire ordination to the Catholic priest- 
hood. Those applications include dossiers with bio- 
graphical and other information about the applicant. 


In June 1980 the Vatican’s Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith agreed to a request by the 


National Conference of Catholic Bishops (NCCB) 


for permission to develop terms for admitting 
married Episcopal priests, along with other 
members of the Episcopal Church in the United 
States, into the Catholic Church. 


THAT AGREEMENT stressed that while the 
married Episcopalian clergymen in the group 
seeking admission to the Catholic Church would be 
allowed to function as married priests in the Catholic 
Church after ordination, the Church’s requirement 
of priestly celibacy was not being dropped. The 
agreement said that ordination to the Catholic 
priesthood, or conditional ordination, would be 
required, according to each case. 

Father Parker has not been ordained, or condi- 
tionally ordained, to the Catholic priesthood. His 
dossier was sent to the Vatican about six or eight 
weeks ago, a spokesman for the Springfield-Cape

Father Parker said the married Episcopal priests 


will enter the Catholic Church as individuals, not as _ 


a corporate group. 

HE SAID HE and his wife had hoped for many 
years for corporate unity of the Anglican Commu- 
nion and the Catholic Church. The Anglican 
Communion includes the Church of England, the 
Episcopal Church, and 39 other national churches 
which trace their origins to the break with the 
Catholic Church by King Henry VIII of England in

_ THE PARKERS objected to recent moves by the 
Episcopal Church or some bishops to revise canon 
law concerning marriage ‘‘away from indissolu- 
bility’ to provide for remarriage after divorce, 
Father Parker said. He said they also objected to 
toleration of abortion, ordination of women, and 
indecision about the morality of homosexual 
practice. 

The revision of the Book of Common Prayer was 
not an issue for them, he said. ‘‘People who have 
trouble with this would also have trouble in the 
Catholic Church,’’ he added. 


Father Parker said he did not think Episcopalians 
would have difficulty accepting Catholic doctrine 
concerning Mary, the mother of Jesus. He has been 
for years a member of the Mariological Society, a 
Catholic organization which is concerned with 
doctrine about Mary. 

EPISCOPAL PRIESTS who are approaching 
Catholic bishops for admission into the Catholic 
Church are ‘‘men who have always believed that the 
See of Peter is the center of Christian unity,’’ Father 
Parker said. He was the North American provincial 
of a secular institute for priests in the Anglican 
Communion who were interested in petitioning the 
Holy See for an-accommodation for married priests 
desiring to enter the Catholic Church. The North 
American province, which had about 140 members, 
submitted its petition in 1977, he said. That petition, 
along with others, led to the Vatican decision last 
year to permit the development of terms for their 
admission. 

Father Parker was rector of St. Mark Episcopal 
Church in Albany, Ga., from 1972 until he resigned 
from that post in May to enter the Catholic Church. 


Before moving to Springfield, Father Parker was 
in contact with Bishop Ernest Unterkoefler of 
Charleston, S.C. Father Parker served as a priest in 
Episcopal parishes in South Carolina after his 
ordination in 1957.

Catholic might find it a highly 
emotional experience that could cause 
him to misunderstand or recklessly 
question his faith.”’ 

This view is shared by Roberto 
Martinez, program coordinator for 
Hispanic evangelization in the 
diocese. He sees in the Protestant 
evangelization of Spanish-speaking 
Catholics a danger to those who are 
‘marginal’ in their faith. 

‘“*THEY ARE not bashful about 
pouring millions of dollars into the 
evangelization’ of Hispanics,’’ said 
Martinez. ‘‘This is a challenge to the 

~ Catholic Church. They are doing 
what they believe is right and they are 
good at it.” 

To Martinez, the targeting of 
Hispanics and Filipinos by the Palau 
Crusade ‘‘is a direct attempt to take 
Catholics away from the Church in 
the sense that a majority of Hispanics 
are Catholics, say 85 or 90 percent. 
He can’t help but to reach out to 
Catholics without even trying.”’ 


But Martinez also points out that 
‘“‘gone are the days when Hispanics 
could say we’re 99 percent Catholic. 
That’s not true any more, not even in 
Mexico.”’ 


THE PALAU Crusade at the 
Sports Arena will be conducted in 
English, with Spanish translation 
available.

» guided Tradition as much as through 
the Tradition-filled Scriptures. 


Catholic doctrine emphasizes the 
necessity and_ validity both of 
Tradition and Magisterium, the 
Church’s teaching office. Scripture is 
a product of the Church in a very 
essential way: Scripture is the written 
history of the original faith 
community; Scripture arose from the 
concrete, living preaching of the 
Church. 


A FURTHER problem for 
Catholics is that fundamentalists 
interpret everything in the Bible as 
literally true, whereas the teaching 
Church holds that while the Bible 
expresses God’s truth, God has 
taught us His truth through stories 

_ and various literary forms. 


The Church has the task of giving 
witness to the truth of Scripture, of 
maintaining this truth in a vital way, 

.and of always interpreting it anew 
amidst historically changing horizons 
as the one truth which always remains 
the same. 


There is a weakness in the funda- 
mentalists’ over-simplified preaching 
~ of salvation. The Catholic believes 
that the same Paul who wrote ‘‘Christ 
died for all’? (Cor. 15:3) also wrote 
‘‘With fear and trembling, work out 
your salvation.” (Phil. 2:12) 


TO SHARE in His redemption, to 
be incorporated into Christ’s Mystical 
Body, the Church, we must believe 
with faith that expresses itself in love 
and we must receive the sacraments 
divinely established by Christ for the 
forgiveness of sins and the nourish- 
ment of a life of grace. 


In the history of salvation we find 
Christ established His seven-fold 
sacramental order, and that all of the 
sacraments have a specific ecclesio- 
logical meaning and that they always 
relate a person to the Church. 

Evangelicals treat Mary as simply 
and only an individual episode in the 
biography of Jesus which has no theo- 
logical interest. But in Catholic belief, 
“Mary has a place in the apostolic 
profession of faith — she is the Mother 
of God. 


AS CATHOLICS we assert that 
Mary has reached fulfillment because 
of her special place in salvation 
history. In the minds and hearts of 
our Hispanic people, Our Lady of 
Guadalupe holds a very special place, 
a devotion that lives on in their 
communities and families, uniting 
them to Jesus and His Church. 


When a Catholic encounters an 
evangelist or an electronic preacher, 
the absence of the faith in its entirety 
is a real problem. However, evan- 
gelical Christianity as it touches indi- 
vidual evangelical Christians, has a 
positive and spiritual function. 
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Catholics and Bible crusades: ‘no’ should be 


presenting the authority of the 
Scriptures,’’ he said. 


‘‘The true Gospel brings 
reconciliation even on a human and 
political level,’’ said Palau. “I don’t 
encourage people to leave the Roman 
Catholic Church, but I do encourage 
them to study and search Scripture, 
and to be sure they are in a church

them.”’ 


‘“©WE ENCOURAGE people to get 
involved with a Bible study group, 
and we will have counsellors who will 
follow up with phone calls and notify 
the person’s nearest church. We do 
not proselytize to any particular 
denomination,’’ he added. 


That the Palau Crusade would not 
get the support of the Roman Catholic 
Church in San Diego should have 
been obvious to the local organizers 
who visited the diocese early last 
month. The basis of their appeal was 
a film which alleged the massive 
failure of all institutional churches 
and which stressed the Bible as the 
only authority. Crusade evangelism 
remains a purely scriptural approach 
to Christianity, with no room for 
Sacrament or Tradition. 


“‘T had the impression that Palau 
was presenting himself as a prophet, 
as a personal savior,’ said Msgr. 
William J. Cooney, director of the 
diocesan personnel board. ‘All 
organized religions were cited over 
and over again as having let the 


. people down, as not fulfilling their - 


needs.”’ 


THEY ARE positions which 
Msgr. Cooney obviously —and 
strongly — disagrees with. 

While not questioning the value of 
evangelical Christianity for individual 
evangelical Christians, Bishop Leo:T. 
Maher has reminded San Diego 


Catholics that what is preached is an 
‘‘absence of the faith in its entirety,”’ 
and an over-simplification of the 
Gospel message.

Men’s religious superiors 
tackle controversial issues |

MILWAUKEE (NC)— Leaders 
of U.S. men’s religious communities, 
meeting in Milwaukee, approved 
resolutions on a wide range of contro- 
versial social and religious issues. 


At the annual meeting of CMSM, 
the Conference of Major Superiors of 
Men Religious in the U.S.A., dele- 
gates: 


© Voiced opposition to the arms 
race, neutron bomb, nuclear 
weapons, MX missile, aid to El 
Salvador, and Reagan administration 
cuts in education and human services 
funding. 

¢ Supported handgun control, 
the Equal Rights Amendment, and 
improving methods to laicize priests. 


e Expressed hope for a meeting 
with the U.S. hierarchy to discuss 
pastoral planning. 


About 80 CMSM delegates 
attended the sessions (Aug. 9-13) at 
St. Francis Seminary. Speakers 

“included Archbishop Pio Laghi, apos- 
tolic delegate in the United States; 
Archbishop Rembert Weakland of 
Milwaukee; Holy Cross Father James 
Burtchaell, member and former head 
of the ‘University of Notre Dame 
theology department; Jesuit Father 
Robert Drinan, former Democratic 
congressman from Massachusetts; 
and Sister Melinda Roper, president 
of the Maryknoll Sisters community. 


One resolution stated that CMSM 
advocate its concern about the arms 
race at a special session of the United 
Nations scheduled for spring 1982. 
Related resolutions said the CMSM 
protests further production of nuclear 
weapons, the MX missile system, the 
neutron bomb, and increased military 
spending. 

OTHER RESOLUTIONS sup- 
ported the bishops’ call for termina- 
tion of military aid to El Salvador and 
for granting refugee-status rights and 
assistance to Salvadorans who have 
fled to the United States from their 
war-torn country. 


Delegates also condemned Pres- 
ident Reagan’s cutbacks in funds for 
education and human needs pro- 
grams and strongly backed national 
and state efforts to better control the 
sale. and use of handguns and 
ammunition. 

The meeting voiced hope that Pope 
John Paul II will quickly restore 


previous, and less strict, procedures 
for laicization of priests. 

POPE JOHN PAUL has often 
stressed the lifelong commitment of 
ordination vows and has instituted 
tougher policies for granting laiciza- 
tions to priests. 


Pro-life group 
shifts support 


WASHINGTON (NC)—= The Life 
Amendment Political Action Com- 
mittee (LAPAC), a Washington- 
based pro-life group, has shifted 
positions on the proposed ‘‘human 
life bill’’ and now says it supports the 
measure. 


When the bill-first was introduced 
last January, some pro-life groups 
balked, saying the bill could delay 
enactment of a human life amend- 
ment to the Constitution. 


THE BILL falls short of an 
amendment but, according to its sup- 
porters, would allow states to re-enact 
laws restricting abortion which were 
struck down by the 1973 Supreme 
Court abortion decision. 


Paul A. Brown, LAPAC director, 
said his organization’s early oppo- 
sition to the bill was due to the 
‘‘yague and ambiguous language’’ of 
the original bill. 


While several pro-life groups sup- 
ported the bill, saying it would serve 
as an interim step to the full constitu- 
tional amendment, others questioned 
whether the measure was politically 
wise, noting that it might provide an 
easy way out for legislators opposed to 
an amendment and might be tied up 
in the courts. 


FURTHER ACTION on the bill, 
introduced by Sen. Jesse Helms 
(R-N.C.) and Rep. Henry Hyde 
(R-Ill.), has been delayed until 
another Senate subcommittee chaired 
by Sen. Orrin G. Hatch (R-Utah) 
holds hearings later this year on a 
human life amendment. 

In an effort to extend the 14th 
Amendment’s protection for the 
‘‘person’’ to the unborn, the bill 
would establish that life begins at 
conception.

of those assembled, some with their 
eyes moist. 

At the hospital’s front door, the 
pope warmly embraced his surgeon, 
Dr. Francesco Crucitti, who had 
operated on him in the hours after he 
was struck by a would-be assassin’s 
bullet and again on Aug. 5 to reverse 
an intestinal bypass necessitated by 
the gunshot wound. 

The pope gave his blessing from a 
microphone placed in the lobby near 
the door, the index finger of his left 
hand held stiff and immobile as a re- 
sult of the shooting. He then stepped 
into the warm Roman sunlight. He 
waved to the several hundred onlook- 
ers in the parking lot and to the 
groups of patients and staff assembled 
on every balcony of the large, modern 
hospital’s 11 floors. $ 

HE THEN ENTERED a limou- 
sine and was driven, in a 16-motor- 
cycle, six-car police-escorted motor- 
cade to the Vatican. 

At the Vatican, the pontiff went 
first to the tombs of St. Peter and of 
his three immediate predecessors 
(Pope John XXIII, Pope Paul VI, 
and Pope John Paul I). There, under 
St. Peter’s Basilica, the pope prayed 
for about 10 minutes. 

Then, the pontiff went to the 
Courtyard of St. Damasus, the tradi- 
tional Vatican greeting place for 
visiting heads of state; where he was 
welcomed by many cardinals and 
other curial officials. 

THE POPE THANKED the 
Church leaders for their continued 
prayers and in particular for the daily 
visits to the hospital by Cardinal 
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Carlo Confalonieri, the 88-year-old 
dean of the College of Cardinals. 


The pope told the courtyard audi- 
ence that he had visited the tombs of 
his predecessors and that, on May 13, 
there had nearly been needed another 
tomb, but that Mary, the Mother of 
God, had willed it otherwise. 


The pope next went to his third- 
floor Vatican apartment where he 
looked from his window and blessed 
the crowd of several thousand who 
had gathered below in St. Peter’s 
Square. 


Said Dr. Luigi Candia, superinten- 
dent of Gemelli Hospital: ‘‘During 
this month and a half of convales- 
cence, the pope can resume normal 
physical activity, but any kind of 
social and public activity should be 
excluded until the end of September. 
We are advising a gradual resumption 
of activity.”’ 


DR. CRUCITTI said that minutes 
before his patient was released from 
the hospital, Crucitti told him, 
‘*Please remember that above all you 
need rest.’ 


Half an hour before leaving. the 
hospital, the pope had broadcast a 
message on the hospital’s public 
address system to staff and patients. 
He thanked the patients at Gemelli 
for the warmth with which they had 
welcomed him into their community. 
He said that he had prayed often for 
them and would continue to pray 
‘that you will be able to leave here 
with a deep knowledge of the divine 
life, which the grace of suffering 
brings.”’ sgy

Ignorance no excuse

NEW YORK (NC) — I remember 
very clearly a news photo I saw in the 
paper two or three days after the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor. It 
was a picture showing two boyish Air 
Force lieutenants standing in front of 
a P-40 and smiling into the camera. 
These two pilots had managed to get 
their planes into the air in the teeth of 
the Japanese assault waves and shoot 
down: five enemy fighters and 
bombers, one of the rare setbacks 
suffered by the triumphant Imperial 
Navy on. that fateful Sunday 
morning. 

It may seem like a very long leap 
from the P-40 to the Ark of the 
Covenant, but, even at the risk of

seeming profanity, I’d like to link the 
two.

MORE RECENTLY Spielberg 
has teamed up with George Lucas, a 
much more talented fellow, to make 
Raiders of the Lost Ark, a paean to those 
Saturday afternoon serials of the 30s 
a movie whose target 
audience seems to be not so much 
children as young adults with 
retarded sensibilities. 


I could describe Raiders as a kind of 
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non-comic 1941, but that wouldn’t do 
because 1941 was about as non-comic 
as you can get. Raiders wasn’t meant 
to be funny. It’s meant both to thrill 
you and let you feel superior to it. Its 
laughs come from ‘‘comic relief,”” the 
kind of humor that gets such a desig- 
nation only by default. Razders was 
thus a much safer project for both 
young men, neither of whom have in 
their work to date given much 
evidence of having a sense of humor.

SPIELBERG AND LUCAS have 
not only not scrupled to make an 
object so sacred as the centerpiece of 
their juvenile, if extravagantly expen- 


sive, movie, but they have reduced ~ 


the awe and grandeur that surrounds 
the Ark in biblical tradition to primi- 
tive magic and taboo, expressed in a 
trite sound and light show in which 
malevolent spirits surge up out of the 
Ark to incinerate the villains.
